Germans Make 
New Light Steel 
At Lower: Expense 


Berlin, Sept. 16.—One three-ton 
furnace is in operation here in proc- 
ess of producing cast steel which 
can be formed and welded hot 
and cold without annealing, it is 


announced here. This product, 
which is 40 per cent. lighter than 
other cast steel, was perfected by 
the late metallurgist, Ponas, who 
once directed a Berlin factory. 
The: new steel is said to have 
other advantages. The surface of 
the casting is smoother and its flu- 
idity allows bars to be poured but 
one-eighth of an inch thick. Ten- 
sile strength tests rate its elasticity 
at 44, breaking at 53 and twisting, 
27, in a single run of heat. The 
cost is about 10 per cent. heavier 
in the mold, but there is a saving in 
machine cost and the loss through 
sandblow is so slight as to make 
the finished product nearly 30 per

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Deferred, but Not Too Long 





URING recent months there has been a tendency on the, 
part of certain finance companies to lengthen the period | 


allowed for finishing payment for cars sold on the deferred 
payment plan. In the past, ten to twelve months has been 


.the maximum allowed for concluding the purchase of a car | 
sold on time. Recently some companies have been stretching 


this to fifteen months and ever longer. 


There have been arguments pro and con, but conserva- 


. tive organizations seem to feel that if tha@inancial condition 
of the purchaser is not such as to allow him to take care of 
his obligation in twelve months the transaction is not likely 
to be satisfactory either to the buyer or to the financing con- 
cern. This latter view of the matter was accepted by the 
National Association of Finance Companies at its recent 
meeting in Chicago. This organization has been established 
for the purpose of bringing some co-operation into the field 
of finance, and one of the first plans adopted in its platform 
was this placing of a maximum time limit of twelve months 
on deferred payment transactions. 


It is rather a remarkable fact that in England, home 
of conservative finance and cautious credits, the common 
practice is to extend fifteen months or longer in the 
deferred payment field. Very likely the conditions in 
Britain make this necessary, but in this country the 
twelve months limit is likely to find a great deal of favor. 





The Bus Business Arrives 


LMOST any man who drives a car must have reached 

the conclusion that the passenger motor bus has become 

a major factor in our transportation system. There is 

scarcely an important town or city in the country which does 

not now have its radiating line of bus routes, connecting it 

with neighboring cities and towns. Bus lines are pushing 

out the limits of the commuting area, with a consequent eas- 
ing of the general housing problem. ~ 


However, the spread of a business of this kind does 
not always carry with it an assurance of sound finance 
and constructive economics. In the present case no such 
question can be raised. For some weeks past the Amer- 
ican Car and Foundry Company has been buying sections 
of the motor bus manufacturing industry. There is no 
other reasonable assumption but that the American Car 
intends to get its finger into the bus business. When a 
company of this kind deliberately enters a business more 
or less foreign to its former activities, that business is 
not a gamble; it has a definite economic future.

FIRESTONE PLAN 
FOR ENTERPRISE 
IS NEARLY READY 


Large Company to De- 
velop a Vast Acreage 
In South Africa 





New York, Sept. 16.—Negotia- 
tions between officials of the Fire- | 
stone Tire and Rubber Company} 
and Eastern financial interests for 
financing proposed rubber grow- 
ing, under American management, 
in Liberia are near completion, ac- 
cording to an Akron dispatch to 
Dow, Jones & Company. of- 
ficials are understood to be ar- 
ranging with bankers for the for- 
mation. of a large corporation to 
operate as a subsidiary of the Fire- 
stone Tire and Rubber Company 
which will conduct the enterprise 
in Liberia, 
No Opposition Sccn 

According to tentative plans this 
corporation will begin to develop 
a vast tract of rubber-growing 
land leased from the Liberian gov- 
ernment. Edwin Barclay, secre- 
tary of state of the South African 
repubtic, approved the lease when 
here several weeks ago. It is yet 
to be formally passed on by his | 
government, but no opposition is| 
expected. 

The Firestone company is operat- 
ing an experimental rubber planta- 
tion in Liberia, employing several 
hundred workers. Samples pro- 
duced are said to be of the highest 
quality. The climate and labor con- 
ditions are considered ideal for rub- 
ber growing. 

Léberia has a bonded indebted- 
ness of about $1,760,000, floated 
by New York bankers in 1912. The 
country has experted rubber, but 
plantations are practically a new 
thing. Liberian exports were valued 
last year at $820,000. There is only 
one motor road and beyond 25 
miles inland there are no civilized 
settlements. Most of the country 
is covered with tropical forests. 


Conditions Ideal 
The Firestone company is carry-

INNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 16.—Driven to take drastic 
action by competition of automobile bus freighters, the 


Great Northern Railroad has shaped plans for an opening 
wedge in a campaign to hold its short-haul business and com- 


pete with bus lines. 

The Great Northern has met 
passenger competition by acquiring 
important bus lines in Minnesota 
and is now stripping for action to 
hold its freight business through a 
plan which became effective yester- 
day. 

The railroad, with co-operation 
of Twin City shipping concerns and 


the Murphy Transfer and Storage; 


Company of Minneapolis, will start 
an experiment which it is expected 
will revolutionize handling of 
freight in the Northwest. 

It is planned to sort “less than 
carlot” freight at Twin City rail- 
road terminals directly into 
trucks which will haul it to box 
cars waiting to move to the final 
destination. This would effect a 
saving of from six to twenty-four 
hours in time needed to start out- 
going freight moving on the rails. 
This plan will climinate a great 
waste in handling, it is said. 

If the tested system proves satis- 
factory it is contemplated the rail- 
road will establish a door to door 
freight service which will 
collection of freight by a railroad 
truck fleet for delivery to boxcars. 

Seriousness of the bus competi- 
tion which the railroads must meet 
is shown by the fact that ‘since 
freight trucking began a few 
ego the work has developed until 
today there are twenty-two truck 
lines operating more than _ 100 
vehicles from terminals in Min- 
neapolis and St, Paul daily. 

More than 500 tons of freight 
being nfOved inte and out of the 
Twin ‘Cities daily by these trucks, 
and every pound of this freight 
business’ has been lured away from 
steam railroads.

Cleveland, O., Sept. 16.— Five 
hundred buses may be in operation 
on the streets of Cleveland in 1927.

Europe mainly because of the lower standard of 
with which the European is or has to be content. 


There 1s a fundamental dif- 
ference between the European 
and domestic automobile indus- 
tries which the casual visitor 
abroad seldom grasps. Here the 
cars made represent the response 
of able merchandisers to a care- 
fully studied public demand; the 
leaders of our industry and their 
engineers keep the most accu- 
fate check on trends in public 
taste. 

Engineers Dominate 

In Europe the engineers domi- 
nate. They always have and still 
do produce types of. cars which 
they think the public ought to 
want, and the immense success 
of American cars in all places 
where they can be sold without 
too heavy a tariff handicap is 
proof of the soundness of the 
American manufacturer's view- 
point. 

Burope, especially England, 
possesses a class of buyer which 
is not numerous in America or 
the overseas parts of the British 
Empire. Motorcycle riding is a

So forth flourish under the 
patronage of as widely diversi- 
fied a crowd as fills our baseball 
parks. 

To such a public the midget caY 
appeals. Although it is cramped 
and has no high gear perfor- 
mance, it is “peppy’’ and cheap 
to operate. Keeping it keyed up 
to the best pitch of performance 
provides an outlet for the me- 
chanical instincts of its owner, 
trained by his or her motorcycle 
experience. Getting the best out 
of it gives scope for the finer 
points in gear shifting and 
handling, for the “sport” of 
driving. 

In America we have practically 
no such public. Nor have we any 
substantial number of prospec- 
tive buyers to whom economy in 
operating compared with 
transportation given is of prime 
importance. If there were, then 
the proportion of motorcycles on 
our’ roads would be far higher 
than it is. 

These are some of the reasons 
why Americans need the kind of 
cars they have while Europeans 
are content with a different ar- 
ticle. The British light car is 
no more suited to American 
quirements than is the massive 
British boiled pudding to the 
American climate. Till we are 
on the average much poorer and 
are forced to submit to a lower 
living standard, I do not believe 
there will be a large market fo: 
the mechanic] toy type of motor 
car.

BEST DISPLAY IS 


CAR ITSELF 


N an endeavor to shed further 

light on the question, “‘Do win- 
dow displays sell cars’’ the 
opinions of C. B. Amorous, presi- 
dent, and J. R. Hughes, manager 
of the retail department of the 
Wills-Sainte Claire Company of 
New York were sought. They 
both agree that the window dis- 
play, if any, should be a ear. 

The simpler the display the 
better, they say, for the product 
is its own best salesman, and a 
ear in the window leads the 
spectator to come in and more 
closely examine it and the other 
models which appear on the 
showroom floor. 

An elaborate display, they 
feel, in which the car is sub- 
ordinated to intricate designs or 
scenery, does not justify its cost 
and detracts from the close in- 
spection that the car itself 
would otherwise get. 

The car-buying public, states 
Mr. Amorous, is not to be con- 
fused by glamour, but carefully 
examines the car itself, looking 
for design, construction, quality 
and completeness of equipment 
that sui® its ideas of what a 
car at a given price should be. 

A display, says the Wills offi- 
cial, should be used only in such 
a way that it seems to give the 
observer an invitation to come 
in. ‘This is done by setting the 
display vear, but note close, to 
the window, and with walking 
space on all sides. 

Mr. Hughes, retail manager, 
pointed out their own windows 
an example of what was 
meant. The first panes of plate 
glass were about eight feet high, 
and the car which was the dis- 
play was set about two and a 
half feet from the glass, so that 
it was really a display car in the 
window, but did not at all ob- 
scure the other models behind it. 

“But it is necessary also to 
attract the man who walks 
on the other side of the 
street or who drives past. There- 
fore we use the upper panes 
of glass, about three feet in 
height, to draw the man from 
across the street. It is done by 
painting vivid orange signs, call- 
ing attention to the product. It 
works, too, and often we have 
seen a man who was walking up 
the other side of the street glance 
here, see our signs and 
to find out what it is
